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The VA's Decision Is Wise 


Already there is political wailing and 
gnashing of teeth over the Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration, and presidential order clos- 
ing Lawson VA Hospital and abandoning 
plans for construction of a new hospital 
in Atlanta. 


The wires between here and Washing- 
ton are, and will be for some days, hot 
with protests from American Legion and 
cther groups. Congressmen, responding 


to pressure, will remonstrate with the VA 


and with the President himself. 


We are not unaware of the benefits, 
both economic’and medical, that accrue 
to the Atlanta area by reason of Lawson 
VA Hospital, and which would come as 
result of the proposed new facility. But 
we are convinced the decision of Presi- 
dent Truman and the VA is a wise one 
and one that should stand. No one region 
or city wants Government spending cut 
locally, 


The protests represent the shortsighted 
view. The veterans’ groups, and those 
who support them, are goinz to have to 
make up their minds whether they are 
going to be content with adequate hos- 
pital service to veterans with service-con- 
nected ailments, or whether they are go- 
ing to bring about a situation where all 
veterans, and eventually their families, 
can get free government hospitalization. 
When the latter time comes the rest of 
the population will have every right to 
demand the same privileges. Then will 
be ushered in socialized medicine, pro- 
moted by the very groups which, in most 
instances, claim to be among its most 
ardent foes. 


If the VA Washington headquarters 
can be persuaded to co-operate with the 
Medical College of Georgia, as the Army 
has done, operation of Oliver General Hos- 
pital at Augusta will be a boon to the 
Medical School and to Georgia. It will, 


in fact, disperse the ghost of loss of ac- 
creditation that now hovers over the 
Medical College because the Army is clos- 
ing Oliver General June 30, the date VA 
now is, under the new order, scheduled 
to take over. . 


Oliver General, contrary to reports 


‘that have come from Washington, is an 


admirable establishment for a hospital. 
The main building is eight stories and of 
fireproof construction. There is a bath 
for every room. The auxiliary buildings 
also are of concrete and steel. The hos- 
pital is excellently equipped. 


Moreover, Oliver General is located 
only three miles from the Medical College 
of Georgia. The school’s consultants will 
be available: The Army considers the 
teaching arrangement at Oliver General 
the best it has in the country. 

For some reason, VA headquarters in 
Washington seems unaware of the Geor- 
gia Medical School. There is fine co-op- 
eration between the School and the VA 
psychiatric hospital at Augusta on a local 
level. But Washington seems_ uncon- 
cerned. We hope the excellent and mu- 
tually beneficial arrangement that has 
existed between the School and Oliver 
General under the Army will be contin- 
ued when the VA takes over. 

The VA hospital changes will mean no 
loss of medical service available to vet- 
erans. There are now 4,000 vacant beds 
in VA hospitals throughout the country 
because there are not enough doctors 
available. To build more hospitals under 
such conditions is stupid and wasteful of 
the taxpayers’ money. Let the veterans’ 
organizations, the civic clubs and others 
who are protesting think the matter over 
carefully. We want economy in govern- 
ment. We can’t complain if it pinches 
locally, especially when the veterans who 
are patients will not suffer. There are 
enough beds. 


An Anniversary to Remember 


Today marks the fifth anniversary of 
the complete liberation of inmates from 
Nazi concentration camps by American 
troops. The National Council of Jewish 
Women appropriately inaugurates observ- 
ance of the occasion in the-hope the hor- 
rors and degradation of Dachau, Bergen-

It would be comforting if we could 
say the end of Nazi concentration camps 
wiped clean from the earth the bestial 
brutality of spirit that was behind them.

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Blows Away Fog 
Of Falsehood, Nonsense

It is time we had a frank, quiet talk and rid ourselves of a 
miasma- of untruth and arrant nonsense. : 

This fog of foolishness has blown up since two recent decisions 
by the Supreme Court of the United States. Both were on cases 
arising from Georgia. 

One was the county unit system which disfranchises the larger 
counties of the State. The other was the reregistration law. 

Now, let’s staft blowing away the fog. 


Facts The court did not consider either case. The Justices did 

not look at the briefs ... at least they did not give them 
official scrutiny. If they put eyes upon them, as I assume they 
did, it was privately. 

What they did do was to decline to consider them on the basis 
that the points involved were matters for the State to determine. 
(The “State” is the people.) 

So, let us be sure we understand, no matter how we feel about 
the two cases, that the court did not in any sense sustain the two 
actions. The Justices did not agree with them. They did not 
indorse them. They did not say they were right or just or proper. 

There has been a lot of nonsense, by persons who know better, 
to the effect the Supreme Court sustained the unit system and the 
registration act. A,mumber of persons have been fooled thereby. 

Let the truth be understood so that we may proceed on to the 
next attack .on the fog. 


There is no honest defense for the county unit 
Unit System system which subjects the State, and every Gov- 
ernor, to the blackmail of the small, politically-held counties. The 
late Eugene Taimadge, as well as former Govs. E. D. Rivers and 
Ellis Arnall, and their campaign aides, have at various times given 
me estimates of corrupt counties which were for sale to the highest 
bidder. The total was about 60 and all were the small, two-vote 
counties where one vote is worth about 225 votes in a large county. 
The smaller they are the easier they are to “handle.” 

The Supreme Court of the United States, in my opinion, needs 
only to have this fact reach it to rule out the system. It is fan- 
tastic to say that a court which properly protects minority voting 
rights should not be concerned with this sort of disfranchisement. 


The problem is to get it before the court. 

Truth Georgia is the only State that has such a unit system. 
Is our State government better than that of other South- 

ern States? Not at all. It is not as good, or as successful as that 

of some of our netghbors. 

Do we benefit because we have it and 47 other States suffer 
without it? Not at all! 

If it is a good system others would have adopted it. 

They have not. 

The truth is, it is iniquitous, unfair and will remain what it 
is—a cancer in the breast of honest government. It will be a curse 
to every Governor who must stoop to deal with the corruptionists. 

Keep in mind—no other State has it! Can we say we are aided 
by it? The answer is a firm “No.” 


Excuse A little while ago I said there was no honest defense 
of it. That is true. Even those who defend it can’t 
find one. 

They use just one, and only one, argument. 

They say it prevents a big city from running the State. Their 
favorite argument—and the enly one they can find—is the Crump 
machine in Tennessee. 

Well, let’s see. Where is the Crump machine? It is in ruins. 
It was defeated. It was powerful only so long as the ‘people in 
the rest of the State didn’t vote. It never truly controlled or 
ran the State. It ran it only so long as the people willed it. No 
city can control a State unless the people resident elsewhere will 
it. So, the only argument the unit system advocates have—the 
Crump machine—is void. The Crump machine was smashed. Is 
there a city in any Southern State which runs that State? -The 


answer is “No.” 


; : The Georgia reregistration law is not a bad 
Reregistration one if justly administered. The intent of it 
was, however, to limit the voters and to give those registrars will- 
ing to be corrupt a chance to rule out Negro votes. No one denies 
that. So, the intent of it was not honest or right. 

But, you know what all this proves? 

It proves just what the Constitution of the United States and the 
Supreme Court has said all along—that the people are the real 
power. The Supreme Court by and large has done a fine job 
all down through the years. 

It has said, in effect, to the people of Georgia: 


“The two laws presented us are wicked and productive of great . 


evil and political harm to the people of Georgia. But, the people 
of Georgia adopted them by: processes which the court will not 
touch. It is up to Georgia to determine whether or not they want 
to live with political evil.” 

All this means is that oppression in this country, wherever it 
is found, is our own creation and the power to deal with it is ours 
whenever we achieve the necessary moral courage to do it. One 
day we will do it.

Hotel Life With Father 


BAINBRIDGE—This is one of the two Georgia towns that claim me. 
Dublin is the other. Dublin claims I came from Bainbridge and Bain- 
bridge that I came from Dublin. 


Someone has said that a hotel is a thing that everybody thinks he 

| could run better than the fellow who is doing it. My father was no 

exception. The only difference between him and all the rest of the people who are con- 

vinced they could make a million dollars in the hotel business is that he had an oppor- 
tunity to disprove it. 


He was marooned by a flood here one night in 1926. There was a map on the wall 


In the lobby of the old Bon Air Hotel where, with some difficulty, he finally succeeded 


in getting us a room. On the map was a heavy red line rurining from Chicago and the 
Midwest to Florida. On the basis of the fact that the red line came through Bainbridge 
and that the Bon Air that night was filled to overflowing, he bought the lease the next 
morning. When the flood subsided, business did. My father’s worst suspicions were 
realized when he tested the map’s thick red line with an artgum. It was only then that 
he discovered why the former operator had the apparent eccentricity of eating his meals 
in his overcoat. He had lost his shirt. 


My father was a persevering man. He stuck it out five years. But I think the only 
time the hotel was ever filled again was once they got up a ball club and made my fa- 
ther treasurer, the latter for reasons shortly to become painfully apparent. They had 
more players trying out for that team than the Yankees and all of them boarded—if one® 
may use the word loosely—with us. The Bon Air had an. elegant, old-style dining room 
of considerable size but by the time the ball club crowded in at the first sound of the 
dinner bell, there wasn’t a chair left for the two or three paying guests. The club played 
in the old “Million Dollar League.” Nokody ever realized how appropriately it was 
named until it folded and they totaled up its deficit. 


Yet despite the fact that on cold, Winter nights my father used to open the door and 
let the wolf come in and warm by the stove in the lobby, five of the happiest years of 
my life were spent here. They are right who say money isn’t everything. With us, it 
wasn't anything. 


You come back to Bainbridge now and the town is booming and growing. And on the 
way you meet car after car with those foreign tags my father was always looking for. 
There’s a red line on the map through Bainbridge now and it wasn’t put there with a 


crayon as an afterthought. 


Maybe my father gave up too soon.

WASHINGTON—The question before the House today is whether Congress- 
men are gambling devices and as such should be prohibited from traveling across 


State lines. 


If that sounds cockeyed, I can’t help it. It is no typographical error. 


So let us consider the legal difference, if any, between a Congressman and a one- 

armed bandit with the wheels in its head and cherries and lemons on its face. 

It turns out first that the U. S. Capitol itself is a small-time and discreet gambling hell. In the 
Senate Office Building, according to Sen. Charles W. Tobey, Republican, New Hampshire, is a book- 


Maker who lays bets on the ponies. 

And in the House of Representatives, as I 
saw, the members themselves are gambling de- 
vices. But not coin-operated. This information 
turned up at a session of the Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce Committee, which is trying to 
write a bill outlawing interstate shipments of slot 
machines. This isn’t easy. 


The problem is, what is a slot machine? 

_ And how does it differ from an amusement 

device? And for that matter, what is a gam- 
bling device? A wrist watch? 


Rep. Oren Harris, Democrat, Arkansas, said 
he could use his watch for a gambling machine 
by betting on what time he’d get home. And 
did his fellow statesmen intend to outlaw time- 
pieces? The room full of slot machine moguls, 
pinball impresarios and legal lights was im- 
pressed. Then came Rep. Charles A. Wolverton, 
the white-haired and courtly Republican from 
Camden, N. J., with a query. 

“The real difficulty seems to be in deciding 
just what is a game of chance,” he said. “I 
have not entered this discussion before because 
I know very little personally about such things. 
But only yesterday it came to my attention that 
a book is being made on how many Congress- 
men answer roll calls. 

“That would seem to turn the Congressmen 
themselves into a gambling device.” 

And what are we going to do about them? 
Outlaw ’em as the Capitol gamblers? 


Nobody answered that one. Th® gentleman 
quickly changed the subject. They peppered a 
large and portly citizen in a gray-green suit with 
red checks, John E. Pickering, of Chicago, about 
his coin machine institute. 

The members,~said he, manufacture pinball 
games only. The ones who make one-arm ban- 
dits got tossed out years ago. A pinball ma- 
chine, he said, provides 6nly wholesome amuse- 
ment. And wholesome exercise. The best peo- 
ple feed nickels into these, He ran into his own 
Congressman a while back amusing himself with 
a pinball machine. 

The trouble seems to be that some dastards 
use pinballs for gambling purposes. Some of 
these lowlifers actually give prizes of maybe two 
packs of cigarettes to those who make high 
scores. The manufacturer should not be penalized 
because of this, Pickering said. 

He and his attorney got into a long-winded 
discussion with numerous ,Congressmen about 
when is a nongambling device and vice versa. 
And Rep. Wolverton came up with what seemed 
to be a brilliant idea. | 

He asked if the Bureau of Internal Revenue 
now taxes one-arm bandits $100 a year, why 
couldn’t it put ’em out of business by raising the 
tax to maybe $5,000 a year?

Effects of Pepper's Defeat 


WASHINGTON—Perhaps the major immediate effect nationally of Sen. Claude 

Pepper's defeat in the Florida Democratic primary will be to open up hitherto 

buttoned-up big Republican checkbooks for contributions to the Republican con- 

gressional campaign. Because Sen. Pepper had come to be such a symbol of New 

oe ae Dealism and Fair Dealism, his unseating is fhe best news that Republicans have 

had since they read the returns of the 1946 elections when they recaptured Congress for a brief 
two-year interval in a long dry spell. It was not surprising, therefore, that Republican National Chair- 
man Guy George Gabrielson was the first to speak up, and even before the returns were all in. He 


chirped up just as gleefully as if a real Republi- 
can had won a major victory, instead of a Demo- 
crat, who, however, attacked enough of the Tru- 
man program to qualify among Republicans as a 
happy symbol. Rep. George Smathers, the vic- 
tor, support from Florida Republicans, of 
whom there are a good many, as well as power- 
ful financial interests which are Republicans, po- 
litically. 

' Mr. Gabrielson, you may be sure, will be quick 
to pass the hat, holding the Florida returns in 
his other hand as his exhibit. 

Another effect of the Pepper defeat also—and 
likewise a major one—is expected to be increased 
emphasis on what is known as the “Red issue,” 
which was exploited ggainst Sen. Pepper by Rep. 
Smathers. The latter accused his opponent of 
sympathy with Russia and Communist causes. 
Chairman Gabrielson, himself, has been using it 
loosely and recklessiy in recent speeches with 
charges of Communists in the Truman Adminis- 
tration, naming no one, of course, He, unlike 
Sen. Joe McCarthy, Republican, Wisconsin, has 
no congressional immunity. Rep. Smathers’ suc 
cess offers Republicans a sample and a text, for 
which Sen. McCarthy already is providing a na- 
tional sounding board and seemingly has stirred 
a national issue, at least temporarily.

the defensive more than at any time in recent 
years.

Pepper, the CIO is numerically and 
vote-wise very weak in Florida. The AFL is 
stronger. Both count for more in other sections

Declarer had eight 
quickly available tricks, but he 
could see that he would have his 
work cut out for him, building 
up the ninth before the heart 
suit was established against him. 
With larceny in his heart, he led 
a low club off dummy the 
hope that East had the ace. If 
East could be ind to stay off 
the first trick, it was his inten- 
tion to abandon the club suit in 
the hope that the diamonds 
would yield four fast tricks. But 
this scheme dissolved into thin 
air when West took the trick 
with the ace. 

West then led the jack of 
hearts and declarer refused the 
trick.

To thaw frozen fruit that is to 
be served cold, set the package 
in front of an electric fan. A

The easiest way to cook as- 
paragus is in a skillet. Spread 
stalks in two layers in 9 or 10- 
inch skillet.

Cover, boil 12 to 15 minutes or 
until lower part of stalk is just 
tender. Lift out with perforated 
pancake turner.

Breakfast .. . a word with about as many meanings 


as love! 


What does it mean to you—a mad rush, a cup of black 
coffee, or just nothing? Or does it mean golden orange 
Juice, sugar crusted fresh red strawberries, glistening 
grapefruit sections, a couple of dozen kinds of ready-to- 
eat and hot cereals, creamy scrambled eggs, fluffy jelly 
omelet, crisp strips of bacon, tiny links of sausage, flavor- 
ful slices of ham, a “stack” of butter-topped pancakes, a 
“wheel” of a waffle, cinnamon toast, syrupy pecan rolls, 
bran muffins, tender sour milk biscuits—all with a bene- 


diction of excellent hot coffee. 


Breakfast is a purely selfish 
meal! Skip it if you want to 
but you’re hurting yourself be- 
cause before lunch time you'll 
be tired, irritable and just plain 
hungry. Then, too, if you don’t 
eat breakfast or eat an inade- 
quate one it will be almost im- 
possible to meet the require- 
ments of good nutrition for you.

You are more 
likely to work better, to be 
“sharper” in your thinking and 
actions, and to be calmer and 
steadier while you work. 

It’s been scientifically proven 
through extensive research con- 
ducted by one of our leading 
medical schools that breakfast 
is an important meal. An ex- 
periment was set up to find out 
whether breakfast, or no break- 
fast, made any difference in a 
person’s (1) work output, (2) 
reaction time, and (3) tremor. 
A bicycle-like machine, called an 
ergometer, measured the work 
output. A series of lights and 
a timing machine measured the 
reaction time, or how quick the 
subjects were “on. the.draw.”

Without breakfast, work out- 
put goes down. Reactions are 
slower.

PLANNING MAKES FOR 
BETTER BREAKFASTS 


One way to encourage better 
family breakfast Rabits is to 
plan appetizing, attractive meals 
and to organiz: the preparation 
time. 

Don’t say you don’t have time 
to get breakfast. If you have 
time to make coffee you have 
time te prepare a good break- 
fast. Coffee-making time is usual- 
ly 10 minutes and that’s long 
enough to “whip up” a good 
meal that fits a basic breakfast 
pattern of fruit, cereal, milk, 
bread, butter, and supplies '4 to 
l4 of our daily food needs.
